$550.  The  building  was  then  strengthened  and  changed 
to  fit  the  new  purpose.

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FOREST   FIRE   WARDEN'S  REPORT 

Everyone  apparently  fears  fire  but  too  many  are 
careless  with  it.  This  is  particularly  true  of  fires  in 
or  near  woodland.  Official  figures  show  that  more 
than  98%  of  all  forest  fires  results  from  human  care- 
lessness and  can  be  prevented.  Consequently  we 
may  say  "Forest  Fires  are  our  most  shameful  waste." 

Annual  forest  fire  losses  are  tremendous  and 
their  effects  are  far  reaching.  Such  fires  destroy 
the  raw  products  of  the  forest,  the  protection  forest 
provides  for  game,  and  the  supply  of  ground  water. 
They  upset  the  local  economies  by  drawing  men  from 
gainful  employment  and  requiring  the  expenditure 
of  public  funds  to  extinguish  them. 

Your  local  warden  and  his  deputies  are  doing  an 
excellent  job  in  trying  to  prevent  this  shameful  waste, 
but  they  must  have  the  cooperation  of  the  public  and 
this  means  YOU.  Remember  there  are  laws  that 
cover  the  making  of  a  camp  fire,  also  the  burning  of 
rubbish  or  debris,  and  also  t'he  burning  of  brush 
whether  this  is  on  your  land  or  land  of  other  people, 
and  to  disobey  these  laws  can  cost  you  a  great  deal 
of  money.  So  please  see  your  local  warden  and  he 
will  tell  you  how  to  burn  the  rubbish,  also  when  you 
can  burn  it,  and  also  issue  you  a  permit  to  do  so  if 
conditions  are  right. 

In  the  "Keep  America  Green"  program  there  is 
a  story  of  two  bad  boys  who  cause  most  of  our  forest 
fires-  The  first  one  we  will  call  "I  don't  care."  He 
is  the  person  that  builds  a  fire  anywihere,  never  gets 
a  permit  to  burn  brush,  or  has  a  safe  place  for  his 
home  incinerator.  He  also  is  very  careless  with 
matches  and  cigarettes.     The  other  one  is  called  "I 
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don't  know  any  better"  and  the  best  way  to  describe 
him  is  he  is  a  plain  dunce.  It  is  only  with  your  help 
that  these  two  bad  actors  are  controlled.  Their  care- 
lessness can  be  the  cause  of  our  valuable  woodland 
being  destroyed  by  fire.  Even  your  homes  can  be 
burned  by  their  carelessness. 

It  is  up  to  you  and  you  to  report  these  two  char- 
acters to  your  local  forest  warden  whenever  you  see 
them  operating.  Remember  it  is  with  your  coopera- 
tion that  this  shameful  waste  of  timber  and  money 
can  be  stopped-

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compen- 
sation of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Tamworth: 

During  the  school  year  1956-57  the  teachers  in 
the  Tamworth  School  were: 

Mr.  Ronald  Corkum,  Principal, 

science  and  mathematics     Grades  7  and  8 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Brady,  English 

and  social  sciences  Grades  7  and  8 

Mrs.  Henrietta  Kane  Grades  5  and  6 

Mrs.  Carolyn  Pulsifer  Grade  4 

Miss  Margaret  King  Grade  3 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Remick  Grade  2 

Mrs.  Ethel  Berry  Grade  1 

At  the  beginning  of  the  current  year  Mrs.  Pulsifer 
was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Janet  Johnston  who  is  a  grad- 
uate of  Plymouth  Teacher's  College  and  had  previously 
taught  in  the  Laconia  school  system.  Mrs.  Kane  was 
succeeded  by  Mr.  Wilfred  Crowley  who  is  a  graduate 
of  St.  Anselms  College  with  five  years  of  teaching 
experience  in  Maine  schools.  Otherwise  the  staff 
remains  the  same.  In  these  days  of  great  scarcity 
of  good  teachers  Tamworth  is  fortunate  to  have  a 
very  competent  staff. 

During  the  year  the  Tamworth  School  enrolled 
185  pupils  with  an  average  membership  of  170.9. 
The  school  opened  the  current  year  with  an  enrollment 
of  182. 

There    were    62    high    school    pupils    enrolled    at 
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Kennett  High  School,  and  one  at  Fryeburg  Academy. 
In  September  of  the  current  year  65  pupils  enrolled 
at  Kennett  High  School.  Of  these  15  are  seniors. 
The  present  eighth  grade  has  an  enrollment  of  27. 
There  should  be  a  high  school  enrollment  of  about  77 
pupils  in  1958-59.  The  tuition  rate  for  the  current 
year  is  $340.00  per  pupil.  The  announced  tuition  rate 
for  1958-59  is  $350.00. 

The  school  health  program  continues  under  the 
competent  supervision  of  the  community  nurse,  Mrs. 
Thelma  Roberts,  R.  N.,  with  annual  physical  examin- 
ations made  by  Dr.  Remick. 

Tamworth  may  well  be  proud  of  its  fine  school 
building.  The  pleasant  classrooms  and  excellent  fac- 
ilities are  an  inspiration  to  both  teachers  and  pupils. 
The  frequent  use  made  of  the  building  by  community 
organizations  makes  it  an  even  greater  asset  to  the 
town.  Custodian  Willam  Hidden  is  keeping  the  build- 
ing in  excellent  condition. 

The  development  of  the  playgrounds  and  other 
areas  under  the  auspices  of  the  Tamworth  Foundation 
is  a  notable  contribution  to  the  educational  program 
and  to  the  entire  project  serving  as  a  community 
center. 

The  Tamworth  P.  T.  A.  is,  in  my  opinion,  one 
of  the  most  effective  organizations  of  its  kind  in  the 
state.  Its  latest  contribution  is  a  new  motion  picture 
projector.  The  school  lunch  program,  sponsored  by 
the  P.  T.  A.,  serves  excellent  meals  at  very  low  cost 
to  the  pupils  and  has  been  highly  recommended  by 
the  state  supervisor  of  school  lunch  programs. 

The  school  library  project,  through  the  assistance 
of  several  public  spirited  citizens,  is  an  asset  of  in- 
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calculable  value  to  the  educational  opportunities  pro- 
vided the  Tamworth  pupils.  A  report  on  this  project 
appears  elsewhere  in  this  volume. 

The  instruction  in  skiing  with  the  numerous 
facilities  provided  by  the  Tamworth  Outing  Club  is 
of  great  value  to  our  pupils  and  is  another  instance 
of  the  exceptional  interest  in  the  welfare  and  develop- 
ment of  Tamworth  boys  and  girls. 

The  school  boards  of  this  supervisory  union  re- 
cently have  begun  a  study  of  the  feasibility  of  a 
cooperative  school  to  serve  the  majority  of  the  dis- 
tricts of  the  union.  This  study  was  undertaken  in 
view  of  the  expected  marked  increase  in  high  school 
enrollment  and  the  possibility  that  the  high  schools 
now  attended  by  our  pupils  will  not  be  able  to  accomo- 
date them  in  the  not  too  distant  future.  Such  a  co- 
operative school  may  well  offer  important  educational 
advantages  to  the  children  of  this  area,  as  well  as 
financial  advantage  to  the  taxpayers.  Reports  will  be 
made  to  the  citizens  as  the  study  progresses. 

The  cooperation  of  the  school  board,  teachers, 
pupils,  and  citizens  is  an  outstanding  example  of  good 
citizenship.

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Tamworth  School  Library  Report 

The  Tamworth  School  Library  has  become  a  very 
important  part  of  our  school.  Mrs.  Harry  Damon, 
Mrs.  Myrick  Crane,  Mrs.  Rolf  Spicer,  and  Mrs.  Edward 
Moody  have  served  as  librarians  during  the  past  year, 
and  two  or  more  are  on  duty  from  8 :30  -  12 :00  one  day 
each  week.  The  school  now  owns  over  500  books  and 
the  Junior  Encyclopedia  Brittanica  was  purchased  last 
spring.  Friends  of  the  school  have  given  subscriptions 
to  Popular  Mechanics,  Seventeen,  and  Children's  Activ- 
ities. Sports  Illustrated,  Audobon  Magazine,  Nature 
and  National  Geographic  are  donated  each  month.  This 
year  180  children  have  signed  out  5,951  books,  an  aver- 
age of  180  per  week.  Parents  have  enjoyed  many  of 
our  books,  particularly  those  of  a  scientific  nature, 
gome  of  our  books  are  disintegrating  from  constant  use 
and  should  be  replaced  in  the  near  future.  To  be  effec- 
tive, a  library  must  grow  and  ours  can  do  this  only  if 
the  friends  of  the  school  continue  to  provide  the  finan- 
cial assistance  which  they  have  given  so  generously 
in  the  past. 
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Proposed  Cooperative  School  District  Study 

At  a  meeting  of  the  school  boards  of  Supervisory 
Union  No.  36  in  November,  1957  a  discussion  of  the 
impending  increase  in  the  number  of  high  school  pupils 
in  these  districts,  and  a  reported  proportionate  increase 
in  the  high  school  districts  now  attended  by  our  pupils, 
led  the  board  members  to  decide  that  a  serious  study  of 
a  cooperative  school  district  for  this  area  is  very 
urgent.  All  the  high  school  pupils  of  this  area  are 
transported  to  schools  outside  these  districts.  Our 
school  boards  have  no  control  over  these  high  schools. 
If  it  becomes  necessary  to  provide  high  school  facilities 
for  our  pupils  it  is  imperative  that  the  study  begin  now 
in  order  to  provide  the  essential  building,  equipment, 
and  staff  by  September  1961. 

Because  there  will  be  expenses  necessary  in  mak- 
ing the  study  and  reporting  the  findings  to  the  citizens 
of  the  districts  each  board  has  been  requested  to  insert 
an  article  in  the  warrant  providing  an  appropriation 
of  $3.00  per  pupil  based  on  the  average  daily  member- 
ship of  grades  7  through  12  for  the  year  1956-57. 

What  is  a  cooperative  school  district  ?  A  coopera- 
tive school  district  is  formed  from  two  or  more  exist- 
ing school  districts  by  vote  of  the  people.  It  is  an 
entirely  new  school  district  in  which  the  former  in- 
dividual district  boundaries  no  longer  exist.  It  has  all 
the  authority  and  powers  of  a  single  district.  Its  af- 
fairs are  administered  by  a  school  board  made  up  of  at 
least  one  representative  from  each  of  the  pre-existing 
districts  who  are  elected  by  the  people.  It  brings  to- 
gether the  resources  of  the  member  districts  to  provide 
the  desired  educational  facilities  for  the  pupils  of  the 
area.  It  makes  possible  the  provision  of  educational 
opportunities  at  the  high  school  level  by  a  school  of 
sufficient  size  (not  less  than  300  pupils)  to  offer  a 
wide  variety  of  instructional  services  efficiently  and 
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economically.  It  will  provide  security  of  educational 
facilities  that  are  not  guaranteed  to  tuition  pupils. 
Effectively  organized  it  will  provide  for  the  educational 
needs  of  the  pupils  of  this  area. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  school  boards  to  make 
the  study  in  terms  of  a  six-year  high  school,  grades  7 
through  12.  The  inclusion  of  grades  seven  and  eight 
will  serve  two  purposes.  The  pupils  will  have  the  fac- 
ilities necessary  for  instruction  in  science,  shop,  home- 
making,  physical  education,  guidance,  music,  and  art 
that,  in  most  of  our  schools,  do  not  exist  or  at  best  in 
a  few  only  inadequately.  By  moving  the  7th  and  8th 
grades  out  of  our  present  buildings  it  will  make  un- 
necessary the  construction  of  additional  classrooms 
and  other  facilities  in  Madison,  Ossipee,  Tamworth, 
and  Wakefield  in  the  predictable  future.  Enrollment 
in  grades  7  to  12  in  the  seven  districts  involved  will  be 
about  450  in  1960  and  over  500  in  1962. 

Under  the  cooperative  plan  school  transportation 
for  both  elementary  and  high  school  pupils  may  be 
coordinated  and  operated  more  efficiently.  A  central- 
ly located  high  school  will  shorten  most  of  the  bus 
routes  materially  which  should  decrease  this  part  of 
the  school  budget. 

Under  the  present  state  school  building  aid  law 
a  cooperative  school  district  of  two  former  districts  is 
entitled  to  40%  reimbursement  of  building  costs.  The 
reimbursement  increases  5%  for  each  additional  dis- 
trict to  a  maximum  of  55% .  A  cooperative  district  of 
five  old  districts  will  be  entitled  to  the  maximum 
55%  aid. 

The  cooperative  school  district  serves  to  attract 
and  hold  good  teachers  by  providing  better  teaching 
conditions,  better  instructional  facilities,  better  pro- 
fessional relationship,  better  professional  consultant 
services  in  the  fields  of  guidance,  music,  and  art,  and 
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a  better  professional   spirit  through  belonging  to   a 
large  instructional  unit. 

This  proposed  study  must  cover  many  aspects  of 
the  problem  including: 

1.  A  study  of  the  school  population  of  the  area. 

2.  A  study  of  the  educational  needs  of  the  youth 
of  the  area  and  the  school  program  that  will  provide 
for  these  needs. 

3.  A  study  of  transportation  needs  and  the  costs. 

4.  A  study  of  building  needs  and  the  costs. 

5.  A  financial  study  including  capital  costs,  cur- 
rent operation  costs,  bond  issues,  state  aid  available, 
apportionment  of  costs  and  affect  upon  the  tax  rates 
of  the  districts  involved. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  results  of  this  study  will 
be  published  and  distributed  to  the  voters  of  these 
districts  prior  to  the  annual  district  meeting  of  1959. 

We  feel  that  this  study  project  is  immediately 
necessary  to  make  certain  the  security  of  educational 
opportunities  at  the  high  school  level,  to  provide  better 
instruction  for  the  7th  and  8th  grade  pupils,  to  relieve 
several  districts  of  impending  building  construction 
problems,  and  to  improve  our  entire  educational  system. 
It  is  our  earnest  hope  that  this  study  will  receive  your 
support. 

The  districts  concerned  in  this  study  are  Brook- 
field,  Effingham,  Freedom,  Madison,  Ossipee,  •  Tam- 
worth,  and  Wakefield.
